Lurking danger 

Israel is in a situation today that is fraught with danger for 
everybody in the Middle East Considering the Israelis’ obses¬ 
sion with “security”, and their unique perception of their po¬ 
sition in the Middle East it is worthwhile keeping a close eye 
on what they do and what they say. Put yourself in their sh¬ 
oes for a moment. 

They are sitting on a tinderbox in the occupied West Bank 
that is in the process of exploding, and they haven’t the fai¬ 
ntest idea of what to do. 

They are making increasingly dramatic noises about what 
will happen if Syria does not renew the m a n date of the U.N. 
peacekeeping forces on the Golan Heights when the current 
mandate ends in May. 

They are worried about what is happening in Lebanon, part¬ 
icularly in view of the fact that the southern Lebanese border 
may fall into the hands of Palestinian commandos. 

And they are even worried about the Egyptian front, where 
they have pulled out all the stops in an effort to block Sadat’s 
arms procurement move with the West. 

Internationally, the Islamic World has raised its voice for¬ 
cefully against Israeli moves to change the Islamic and Arab 
character of Jerusalem. 

It is further becoming increasingly clear to the Israelis that 
their sole support in international political forums is from the 
United States, and that now even the United States has made 
a fundamental decision to review its blank, check policies of 
unlimited support for Israel. 

Geographically, Israel sees trouble from all sides. Politically, 
it is isolated as never before. Economically, last week’s latest 
devaluation and increase in commodity prices are a fresh re¬ 
minder of the country’s underlying frailty. 

Internally, there is a growing crisis of confidence in the 
Labour Party leadership, highlighted by the return of Golda 
Meir to the decision-making nucleus of the party and the cou¬ 
ntry. Mrj Rabin has been and continues to be a stop-gap pre- 
|mier, theoretically and, indeed, demonstrably suited to pursue 
■the nation’s essentially stop-gap policies. 

The get-tough attitude the Israelis are showing on the 
West Bank is an attempt to regain some sense of purpose in 
their policies. Their thinking is that if they can strike with an 
iron fist against the continuing demonstrations on the West 
Bank, this will give them the aura of detenninaition they ba¬ 
sically do not possess. 

The fear is ; .that i( an .isolated, frightened Israel ; will try .so- 
satisfied with a display of force on ffifewest^ank^ ihsdfar -as 
the world will assess it to be a display of force when an army 
attacks schoolchildren.

Rejecting on his ten years* 
teaching experience. Dr Hudson 
said there has recently emerg¬ 
ed a “qualitative improvement" 
in the basic knowledge of stu¬ 
dents enrolled in Middle East 
studies programs. 

“Middle East studies have 
been a neglected area, he ob¬ 
served. “But this is beg inning 
to change. We now see a gre¬ 
ater degree of sophistication 
about the area among undergra¬ 
duates and a qualitative—as 
well as a quantitative—impro¬ 
vement in the basic knowledge 
students have.” 

‘This basic lack of knowled¬ 
ge—as well as a negative tinge 
to exis ting knowledge—has be¬ 
en one of the problems imped¬ 
ing the development of better- 
relationships between the Uni¬ 
ted States and the Arab Wor¬ 
ld,” he added. 

i 

Since 1960 Dr. Hudson has 
travelled extensively in the Mid¬ 
dle East. His wife, the former 
Vera Wahbe, who was bom in 
Jerusalem, often goes with him. 

During recent visits to the 
area, he noted, he has witness¬ 


ed an. improvement m “Arab 
understanding of Americans.” 

“Press coverage in the more 
important Middle East news¬ 
papers is of much higher quali¬ 
ty than- it used to be," he said, 
“although journalists still tend 
to oversimplify the complexities 
of American politics—just as our 
journalists often oversimplify 
the complexities of Middle East 
politics. There could be a great 
deal of improvement in media 
coverage on both sides.” 

“But I • think- that among Arab 
students there is an increased 
awareness and a greater fac¬ 
tual knowledge about the Un¬ 
ited States,” he continued. “And 
the average Arab college stu¬ 
dent knows mdre about Ameri¬ 
ca than his li-S. counterpart 
knows about the Arab World 
in general” 

The Georgetown scholar not¬ 
ed educational exchange prog¬ 
rams have been “particularly 
valuable” in improving Ameri¬ 
ca’s image in the Middle East. 
“It is heartening that more and 
more Arab governments are se¬ 
nding students to U.S. univer¬ 
sities," he said. 

On his latest trip to the Mid¬ 
dle East, Dr Hudson research¬ 
ed the history of national plan- 


rdstrators have made substan¬ 
tive strides in the last decade." 

Dr Hudson noted that in rite 
wealthy areas there are financ¬ 
ial resources to pursue develop¬ 
ment at a very rapid rate. He 
said many of the officials, how¬ 
ever, feel a “kind of frustration 
because in many areas there is 
a lack of competent bureaucra¬ 
tic infrastructure, and the plan¬ 
ning process is therefore in so¬ 
me ways underdeveloped.” 

Dr Hudson will soon depart 
on the second phase of his re¬ 
search endeavor which will take 
-him to Saudi Arabia, Iraq, The 
Yemen Arab Republic, Jordan, 
Syria, and Tunisia. 

The trip promises professional 
as well as personal f ulfilm ent 
for the professor who finds the 
Arab Middle East “an extreme¬ 
ly friendly culture—to foreign 
visitors in general, but to Ame¬ 
ricans in particular." 

“When you consider the poli¬ 
tical differences between our 
governments,” he muses, “it ne¬ 
ver ceases to amaze me to en¬ 
counter in the Arab World so 
much warmth on the personal 
level. It is bard to recall nega¬ 
tive experiences there. They go 
out of their way to be friend¬ 
ly”

Labour safety: A tremendous task 


Today the USSR, the world’s 
biggest coal-producing power, 
mines more than 700 million 
tons of solid fuel a year. In so¬ 
me 15 years, about 1,000 mil¬ 
lion tons of coal will be extrac¬ 
ted from mines and open quar¬ 
ries of the Soviet Union, says 
Boris Bratchenko, Soviet Minis¬ 
ter of coal-mining industry of 
the USSR. 

At the same time, the Soviet 
stdte attaches paramount im¬ 
portance to safety measures. 
Annually over 50 million rou¬ 
bles is spent under collective 
agreements on labour safety 
and accident prevention mea¬ 
sures in Soviet mines. 

... Over 400 research and de¬ 
sign organisations of the coun¬ 
try, including 32 specialised 
institutes, are engaged in deve¬ 
loping various equipment and 
conduct research in the field of 
labour safety. 


The responsibility for obser¬ 
ving the rules of labour safety 
and accident prevention rests 
with the management, whereas 
the trade-union regularly con¬ 
trols the implementation. 

At each mine there are also 


two inspection teams, indepen¬ 
dent from the management and 
subordinated directly to a spe¬ 
cial committee under the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers of the USSR 
and to the local trade-union 
committee.

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Princess Margaret, Lord Snowdon to separate 


LONDON, March 19, (R). — her public duties and functions said. 


Britain's Princess Margaret to¬ 
day formally announced she is 
splitting up with her husband, 
the Earl of Snowdon, after ne¬ 
arly 16 years of marriage. 

The couple will live apart but 
not divorce, said a statement 
issued from the Princess’s Lon¬ 
don home. 

The announcement confirm¬ 
ed what had increasingly be¬ 
come public knowledge—that 
the 45-year-old Princess and 
her 46-year-old husband have 
for some time gone their sep¬ 
arate ways. 

From Buckingham Palace 
came a statement that Queen 
Elizabeth, elder sister of the 
Princess, was “naturally very 
sad at what has happened.” 

The Queen’s Press Secretary 
said: 

'There has been no pressure 
from the Queen on either Prin¬ 
cess Margaret or Lord Snow- 
down to take any particular co¬ 
urse.” 

Official confirmation of the 
break-up came in a six-line sta¬ 
tement from Kensington Palace, 
the Princess’s London residen¬ 
ce. 

It said: 

“Her Royal Highness the 
Princess Margaret, Countess of 
Snowdon and the Earl of Sno¬ 
wdon have mutually agreed to 
live apart. 

“The Princess will carry out 


unaccompanied by Lord Snow¬ 
don. 

“There are no plans for di¬ 
vorce proceedings.” 

Court sources said the sepa¬ 
ration was worked out with the 
advice of lawyers but was a 
private arrangement which did 
not require action in the co¬ 
urts.

7-nation tour 

WASHINGTON, March 19, 
(AFP) — Vice-President Nelson 
Rockefeller left here today for 
a seven-nations tour that will 
take him around the world in 
16 days. 

Mr Rockefeller will represent 
the United States tomorrow in 
Tunis at celebrations of Tunis¬ 
ia’s independence day. 

His trip, which is part of the 
U.S. bicentennial observance, 
will then take him to France 
for two days, where he will be 
a luncheon guest of President 
Valery Glscard D’estaing on 
Monday, and to Iran, where he 
will meet with Shah Reza Pah- 
lavi: from next Tuesday to Th¬ 
ursday. 

Mr Rockefeller is scheduled 
to be in Malaysia on March 26 
and 27, Singapore on March 26 
and 29, Australia on March 29 
31 and New Zealand on April 
1-3. 

He will meet with the leaders 
of those nations, and return to 
the U.S. on April 4.
